THE 
UKFKCTIVK ARMOR PLATK9. 


The Congressional investigation of 


thw armor plate frauds is being held 
witii open doors. It was stated by a 
member of the committee that the ir- 
regularities were discovered some time 
ago and thut an investigation by the 
Navy Department resulted in fining 
the Caruegio Company. 
The armor 


plates had been tested at Indian Head 
and foui'd defective. They had been 
re-treated to overcome the defects. The 
re-treatmont had been wecret and, as is 
now shown, did not remedy the defects. 
Experts had gone to the navy yard and 
located the defective plates in the 
Monterey. The blow holes had been 
filled to deceive the Government and 
700 of these defective plates were 
covered by the first charges against the 
Carnegie Company. 


Representative Danphy of the com- 


mittee stated that his information is 
that defective plates will be found in 
the Oregon, the Machias, the Castine, 
tbo Monadnock, tho Cincinnati, the 
Terror, the New *->rkand the Mon- 
terey, and that thu exact position of 
tho platen on each of those vessels 
•:o!ild bo located by tho persons wtio 
made the complaint. Tho plates found 
by the Government experts on the 
vessels which have been examined are 
estimated to have cost from $700,000 to 
$,',000,000. Several of the vessels are 
now in foreign ports and cannot bo ex- 
amined. 


It is thought that by instituting in- 


quiry at this time the Government 
mi,'ht savo millions of dollars by the 
discovery of thofo great frauds, and if 
our 
cruisers 
and 
battle-ships had 


plastered on their sides armor which 
lessen their effectiveness or safety, the 
Government might take proper steps to 
remedy these evils. 


It appears that patriotism and fraud 


are almost synonyms nowadays. Large 
appropriation have been made by Con- 
gress for some years past for building 
armored vessels. It was treasonable to 
question tho propriety of expending 
such a largo amount of money on ves- 
which might bo antiquated, in this age 
of invention, before they 
left 
the 


stocks. Carnegie & Co., who wore looked 
upon HS demi-gods, were declaring an- 
nual dividends of two millions though 
their employes wore striking semi 
annually against a reduction of wages 
They contributed liberally to campaign 
funds and were held up by campaign 
orators as examples of the great bene- 
fit of a prohibitory tariff on steel. 
They were awarded the contract, in 
fact they had no competitors, at their 
own prices for manufacturing steel 
plates for the new American navy. 
They furnished inferior plates and thus 
increased their dividends until the 
head of the firm became many times a 
; Mlliouairo. His patriotism expanded 
us !,'• 
-'irso increased until the United 


Si 
. could not contain him, He 


bought largo landed estates in Europe 
and patriotically invested the millions 
ho Iwd made in tho scee! busness in 
foraign la:ids and now keeps the broad 
Atlantic between him and the commit- 
tee appointed to investigate the frauds 
which he perpetrated on the Govern- 
ment under which he accumulated 
millions.

The exports of gold and silver from 


January 1st to May 12, 1894, from New 
Y o r k i o Europe amounted to $43,646,- 
073. 
Of this amount $29,674,775 was 


gold and $13,91 1,298 silver. Since May 
12th the gold exports have amounted 
to over $6,000,000, making the total gold 
shipments from January 1st to date 
nearly $36,000,000. 


As the gold shipments a year ago 


were attributed to the purchase of a 
few million ounces of silver monthly 
by the Government, and the act under 
which those purchases were made has 
since boon repealed, the gold drain 
must now be assigned to other causes. 
As the gold meu insisted th »t it was 
due to tho purchase of silvc and it is 
now shown that it was not, tbey main- 
tain a studied silence on the subject 
as discussion would prove the truth 01 
what silver men asserted, that the gold 
was being exported to pay interest on 
American bonds and other securities 
held in Europe. 


The silver exports from the United 


States to Europe average over $3,000, 
000 a month ; yet some of our gold bug 
statesmen want a tariff on silver bull 
ion. 
They think that kind of hum 


buggery will delude the miners, as a 
tariff of 25 cents a bushel on wheat did 
the farmers, into the belief that put 
ting a tariff on an article of which the 
United States is the greatest producer 
nu'l exporter will incre-ise its price. To 
day tho United States Government is is 
suing no tilrer bullion. For a year the 
coinage of the metal into dollars has 
been suspended and the onlj demand 
for it at home is iu the arts. England and 
other foreign nations purchase over

CONFEDERATE VETS WIN A DRILL. 


They Beat the Famous Chiclcasaw Goardj 


and Challenge the North to a Conte»t. 
Tjbe other day 32 ex-Confederates—men 


who fought dnring the civil war a third 
of a century ago—drilled against that 
'corps of the Chickasaw guards which 16 
years ago was declared by General Sher- 
man to be the best drilled body of men 
he had ever known in this country or in 
Europe. The contest was given for the 
benefit of tho Forrest monument fund. 
Kothing like it had ever occurred in the 
pouth before. Such a group of specta- 
tors, so thoroughly representative of the 
south as it was and the south as it is, has 
never been seen in Memphis. An ex-Fed- 
eral brigadier, an ex-Confederate briga- 
dier and an ex-Confederate colonel were 
the judges. 


Of course the thought had not been 


seriously entertained by any one that 
the ex-Confederates—they who had stood 
in the "hornets' nest" and the "bloody 
angles" of the fearful days so long past 
—could ."o more than make a more or 
less graceful parade. They were men 
advanc' 1 in years. A* third of a century 
makeo somewhat of a difference in one's 
hearing, in his vision, in the elasticity 
and responsiveness of his sinews. These 
men for nearly 30 years had been lean- 
ing over desks, wielding tools, engaging 
in Ihe affairs of commercial or profes- 
sional life. It was not to be supposed 
that they could suddenly lay down their 
pens, their books and their tools, and 
donning their old habiliments make any- 
thing like a serious contest against the 
crack corps of the Chickasaw guards. 


It is said that among the 82 there were 


only three under 50 years of age, and it 
was apparent that in the ranks were men 
old enough to be grandfathers. Yet, to 
the amazement of the spectators, these 
men knew how to drill by Hardee's tac- 
tics. They had not lost their ability to 
keep step or to follow their file leaders. 
They knew how to load and fire in ca- 
dui<x\ They knew how to obey com- 
7n amis given rapidly, either for the man- 
ual of arms or for evolution. They could 
wheel like a gate. They could double 
quick. In other words, these staid and 
sober citizens demonstrated that they 
had not forgotten the soldiership that 
once tijey knew. The veterans were 
awardetvthe prize. 


And now an idea occurs growing out 


of the splendid performance of the ex- 
Confederates. 
Let them challenge an 


equal number of ex-Federals of the north 
to drill against them upon Memphis 
ground. It would be an event in which 
the whole country would be interested 
and would tend to cement the friendship 
of the sections. The Memphis • 'old boys" 
need not fear competition. They dem- 
onstrated their ability to cope with any 
ex-Federal 32 of like years. We are sure 
that Memphis ex-Confederates would be 
glad to pay all the expenses of the guests. 
What a great time it would be!—Mem- 
phis Appeal-Avalanche. 


EVADING THE LAW. 


How the Blot Machine Men of New York 


Have Outwitted Anthony Cornstock. 


The combined efforts of Anthony Com- 


stocl: and the whole police department 
are seemingly not very effective against 
those little gambling machines which 
have been fixtures in nearly every cigar 
store and liquor shop in the city for the 
last two or three years. 


The original scheme was that a man 


by putting a nickel in a slot would start 
an indicator spinning around a dial. The 
point at which it stopped would enable 
him to receive one, two, three or more 
cigars, but most often the indicator 
would stop at a blank, which was set at 
frequent points on the dial. 


The existence of the blank, it seems, 


made it a gambling device within the 
meaning of tho law, and tho machine 
was ordered out of existence by the po- 
lice. Now, however, it appears again, 
and there are no blanks on the machine, 
which announces on a placard promi- 
nently placed: 


"If you draw no cigar, you are entitled 


to a package of our celebrated 'B. P.'" 


"B. P.," be it known, is a very cheap 


candy, a modicum of .which, worth per- 
haps a tenth of a cent, is given out in a 
tiny envelope to the man whose nickel 
draws no cigar.—New York Herald. 


Blotting- Stone. 


Mineral blotting stone is a novelty. 


It was exhibited at the meeting of the 
National Academy of Sciences recently 
in session at W^l.'.'jU>n. On the desk 
of one of t1 
)r> i'"ir utists was a thin slice 


of light rol' i^-.l btone. He used it for a 
blotter, aud it absorbed ink better than 
any bibulous paper. The stuff is a for- 
mation composed of sediment deposited 
by certain hot springs. It has been ac- 
cumulating for ages in the locality men- 
tioned and is available in inexhaustible 
quantities. Highly porous, it will tako 
up a surprising quantity of ink. The 
merchant will employ it incidentally as 
a paperweight, and occasionally the of- 
fice boy will scrape it off with a knife— 
an easy task, the substance being very 
soft—making it as good as new.—Phila- 
delphia Press. 


Paris' Poor Postofflce facilities. 


'Paris has only 65 branch postoffices, 


and many of these are so crowded in the 
middle of the day that much time is 
wasted in getting a letter registered or a 
money order taken out or cashed. 
Stamps indeed can be bought of nearly 
all tobacconists, but their postoffice 
business is confined to this. The au- 
thorities have resolved to try the Eng- 
lish plan of appointing shopkeepers as 
postmasters, and a beginning has been 
made with eight shops in various parts 
of the city. If the plan succeeds, it will 
b« carried out on a larger scale.—Lon- 
don Times.
